ORDER APPROVING
A NEW DEVELOPMENT SCHEDULE
AND AMENDING THE PERMIT

WHEREAS :

NOW,

Permit 18488 was issued to Pine Mountain Mutual Water Company on
April 21, 1982 pursuant to Application 26636.

A petition for an extension of time within which to develop the project
and apply the water to the proposed use has been filed with the State
Water Resources Control Board (SWRCB).

The permittee has proceeded with diligence and good cause has been shown
for said extension of time.

An inspection of the project by an SWRCB engineer indicates that a term
should be added to the permit requiring that the permittee maintain a
staff gage in the reservoir and keep records of the water level in the
reservoir in order that the quantities of water directly diverted under
permitted Application 29053 can be determined separately from the
quantities diverted and used under this permit.

Permit Condition 12 pertaining to the development of a water
conservation program is not required under current criteria.

THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED THAT:

Condition 7 of the permit be amended to read:

COMPLETE APPLICATION OF THE
WATER TO THE PROPOSED USE
SHALL BE MADE ON OR BEFORE December 31, 2005 (0000009)
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2. Condition 12 of the permit which requires development of a water
conservation plan shall be deleted from the permit.

3. Permittee shall maintain in the reservoir, a staff gage, meeting the
approval of the SWRCB, for the purpose of determining water levels in
the reservoir. Permittee shall keep records of staff readings such that
the quantities of water diverted and used under this permit can be
determined separately from the quantities of water diverted under Permit
20211 issued pursuant to Application 29053. Such records shall be
furnished to the SWRCB upon request.

Permit 18488 was issued to Pine Mountain Mutual Water Company

A petition for extension of time within which to develop the project and
apply the water to the proposed use has been filed with the State Water
Resources Control Board.

The permittee has proceeded with diligence and good cause has been shown
for extension of time. NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED THAT:

A new development schedule is approved as follows:

CONSTRUCTION WORK SHALL BE
COMPLETED ON OR BEFORE December 31, 1991

Paragraph 7 of the permit be amended to read as follows:

COMPLETE APPLICATION OF THE
WATER TO THE PROPOSED USE
SHALL BE MADE ON OR BEFORE December 31, 1992

Paragraph 10 of this permit be amended to read as follows:

Pursuant to California Water Code Sections 100 and 275, and the common law
public trust doctrine, all rights and privileges under this permit and
under any license issued pursuant thereto, including method of diversion,
method of use, and quantity of water diverted, are subject to the
continuing authority of the State Water Resources Control Board in
accordance with law and in the interest of the public welfare to protect
public trust uses and to prevent waste, unreasonable use, unreasonable
method of use, or unreasonable method of diversion of said water.

The continuing authority of the Board may be exercised by imposing specific
requirements over and above those contained in this permit with a view to
eliminating waste of water and to meeting the reasonable water requirements
of permittee without unreasonable draft on the source. Permittee may be
required to implement a water conservation plan, features of which may
include but not necessarily be limited to: (1) reusing or reclaiming the
water allocated; (2) using water reclaimed by another entity instead of all
or part of the water allocated; (3) restricting diversions so as to
eliminate agricultural tailwater or to reduce return flow; (4) suppressing
evaporation losses from water surfaces; (5) controlling phreatophytic
growth; and (6) installing, maintaining, and operating efficient water
measuring devices to assure compliance with the quantity limitations of
this permit and to determine accurately water use as against reasonable
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water requirements for the authorized project. No action will be taken
pursuant to this paragraph unless the Board determines, after notice to
affected parties and opportunity for hearing, that such specific
requirements are physically and financially feasible and are appropriate to
the particular situation.

The continuing authority of the Board also may be exercised by imposing
further limitations on the diversion and use of water by the permittee in
order to protect public trust uses. No action will be taken pursuant to
this paragraph unless the Board determines, after notice to affected
parties and opportunity for hearing, that such action is consistent with
California Constitution Article X, Section 2; is consistent with the public
interest and is necessary to preserve or restore the uses protected by the
public trust.

Section 1391. Every permit shall include the enumeration of conditions therein which in substance shall include all of the provisions of this article
and the statement that any appropriator of water to whom a pemmit is issued takes it subject to the conditions therein expressed.

Section 1392. Every permittee, if he accepts a permit, does so under the conditions precedent that mo value whatsoever in excess of the actual
amount paid to the State therefor shall at any time be assigned to or claimed for any permit granted or issued under the provisions of this division (of
the Water Code), or for any rights gmntod or ncquired under the provisions of this division (of the Water Code), in respect to the regulation by any
competent public nuthonty of the services or the price of the services to be rendered by any permittee or by the holder of any rights granted or acquired
under the provisi of this division (of the Water Code) or in respect to any valuation for purposes of sale to or purchase, whether through condemnation
proceedings or otherwise, by the.State or any city, city and county, municipal water district, irrigation district, lighting district, or any political subdivision
